Florida Housing Programs?

The Florida Legislature has the opportunity to create more
than 30,000 jobs and more than $4.4 billion in positive
economic impact if it appropriates all of the housing trust
fund monies for housing.

The State Housing Initiatives Partnership Program (SHIP) is
a nationally-acclaimed model for effectively and efficient-
ly meeting housing needs at the community level. SHIP
provides sustainable homeownership and rental housing
for Florida's workforce, helps prevent homelessness, and
provides emergency repairs and disaster recovery for Flor-
ida’s most vulnerable residents, including the frail elderly,
persons with disabilities, and veterans.

The State Apartment Incentive Loan Program (SAIL) pro-
duces apartments for Florida’s workforce, rehabilitates ex-
isting apartments in dire need of repair, as well as apart-
ments that house Florida’s most vulnerable populations,
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including the frail elderly and persons with disabilities who
might otherwise need to live in an institutional setting.

SHIP and SAIL have proven track records of performance,
transparency, and accountability.

Using Florida’s housing funds solely for housing creates a
positive economic impact for Florida by fueling economic
development, creating jobs, investing in our local commu-
nities, and contributing to the well-being of Florida's fam-
ilies, veterans, elderly, persons with disabilities, persons
experiencing homelessness, and deserving Floridians in
need of affordable workforce housing across the state.

In Florida, there are nearly 922,000 very low-income house-
holds that pay more than 50% of their income for housing —
leaving them one unexpected expense such as a medical cri-
sis, car repair, or missed paycheck away from homelessness.
